School taxes lowered

Citing a

the District 9 Board of Education 
passed a measure last week that will 
lower the initially enacted 1986 tax 
levy. % 

The reduction is expected to save 
property owners within the school 
district a minimum of $307,693 in 
next-summer’s tax bills. 

SCHEDULED for levy reductions 
are the Building Fund, the Transpor- 
tation Fund, the Working Cash Fund 
and the Liability Insurance Fund. 

The Education Fund, Retirement 
Fund, Life Safety Fund, Bond and 
Interest Fund and Special Education 
Fund levies will remain the same as 
voted by the board Sept. 23. 

‘What we’re saying is that at this 
time, we have a right to charge 
higher taxes, but we don’t need it,’’ 
said the district’s finance director, 
Norm Owca. 

OWCA SAID the district will still 


have an $800,000 fund balance after 
the reductions. 

He does not know if the same 
reductions... can.-be., expected, next. 
year. “I can’t say that we can expect 
more reductions,” he said 

The amended tax levy will include 
the elimination of a tax for the Work- 
ing Cash Fund, which will save 
$125,691. 

A FAMILY with a home worth 
$45,000, assessed at $15,000, which 
the Granite City assessor’s office 
considers an average home ‘value, 
will save about $25 because of the 
reduction. 

Assuming the next assessment 
total will-be $291 million in District 9, 
the 1986 school rate for 1987 collec- 
tion may total $3.6680 for each $100 
valuation. 

This is 18.8.cents less than the ac- 
tual 1985 rate of $3.856 (collected in 
1986) and 21.21 cents lower than the 
$3.8801 total 1986 school rate that 

was estimated in September for 1987 
collection. 


Land transfer delays 
give port headaches

GRANITE CITY — Acquisition of 
Army land by the Tri-City Regional 
Port District is moving slowly and 
the delay may cost the district. 

In September, the Port District 
was given approval by the General 
Services Administration, the proper- 
ty arm of the government, to acquire 
104 excess acres and: a large 
warehouse fromthe St. Louis Area: 
Support Center here. 

But, subsequent GSA paperwork 
completing the sale is late, said Port 
District director Bob Wydra. 

WYDRA SAID he was told by GSA 
officials that the title transfer and 
pega papers from the GSA were 

0 have been ready three weeks ago. 

He said the delay is preventing the 
port from completing several 
business arrangements associated 
with the sale. = 

“Jt’s the bureaucracy,” Wydra 
said. “‘They (the GSA) are drafting 
it. They told us we would have it by 
mid-November. Until that mortgage 
is approved, we can’t do all the 
things we need to do,”’ he said.

The MRI provides more accurate 
images of the brain and spinal cord 
than Computerized Axial 
Tomography, more familarly known 
as the CAT scanner. 

MRI operates by using two forces 
found everywhere: magnetism and 
radio-frequency energy. 

IT ALSO CAN be used to assess 
heart damage following a heart at- 
tack, to monitor the effects of cancer 
treatment and to diagnose or- 
thopedic injuries and diseases. 

Approval of SEMC’s certificate of 
need application by the Llinois 
Health Facility Planning Board 
clears the way for a March start-up 
date of the MRI, the medical 
center’s latest technological 
acquisition. 

SEMC is leasing an MRI portable 
unit in conjunction with Alton 
Memorial Hospital, according to 
Steve Hunter, SEMC vice president 
of marketing and planning. 

It will be the only hospital-based 
MRI on the Illinois side of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area and will be 
located dutside the Pascal Hall en- 
trance at the local medical center.

* ramp will begin after the first of the 
year, Hunter said. 

The portable imager will be en- 
vironmentally enclosed in a special- 
ly equipped. 42-feet-long tractor- 
trailer truck, which will enable the 
unit to be moved between SEMC and 
Alton Memorial. 

As with the CAT scanner, a physi- 
cian must order any diagnostic work 
that is done on the MRI. Due to the 
mobile unit’s limited availabilty, pa- 
tients must be scheduled for an ap- 
pointment, Hunter said. 

Unlike the CAT scanner, the MRI 


can see through bone and tell the dif-: 
ference between healthy and diseas-'.. 
ed heart and kidney tissue. 

ONE OF THE MOST important 
benefits of the MRI is its ability to 
create an image of the spinal cord, 
so a doctor can actually see the 
spinal cord itself, authorities said. 

This advancement has tremen- 
dous impact on the early detection of 
multiple sclerosis (MS), doctors 
say. It is considered especially: 
valuable in neurological disorders. 

Doctors also will be able to ex- 
amine the walls of the heart for 
damage that may have occurred as 
the result of a heart attack or heart 
disease. and receive detailed images 
of other sections of the body, 
regardless of surrounding bone 
structure. 

PATIENTS WILL be well 

in advance of an examina- 
tion and will view a videotape that
